among the law papers of the late Edward Tilghman, Esq., of 
Philadelphia, to whom it is supposed to have been given, 
shortly after the Revolution, by one of the Penn family.

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It conveys a large part of what is now Bucks county, and 
is the original evidence of the first negotiation or treaty made 
on Penn's behalf with the Indians, by his Deputy William 
Markham, about three months before Penn*s arrival in the 
Province. Upon the back of the deed is a memorandum of the 
formal "livery of seisin" made in pursuance thereof, and also 
a Deed of Confirmation, dated Ist of August, 1682, from cer- 
tain Indian Chiefs, who were not parties to the former deed. 
The copy of this instrument contained upon pages 47, 48 and 
49 of the first volume of the "Pennsylvania Archives," is ap- 
parently taken from an incomplete copy of this original — the 
endorsement of the livery of seisin, as well as the note of the 
signatures or "marks" of the Indian Sachems w4io were the 
grantors, being omitted. The document is upon parchment, 
neatly engrossed, and with the exception of a trifling injury 
by mice, is in perfect preservation. It is enclosed between 
plates of glass in a neat frame, so that both sides are open to 
inspection.
